Around shift change he t ook som e pencils and a sharpie from behind the desk. Staff attempted to 
take away the pens from H After this he walked around and went up to the front desk. He 
asked the nurse BMHB/cr some water. He got a cup of water. The nurse then grabbed his cup 
of water causing it to spill. He was restrained by hospital staff. He did now throw water at the 
nurse. He did not hit the nurse with his fist. 

After the statement I asked if was under the influence of any medication. He said 

after the incide nt was give n "shots ." The medication would remain in ^^■system for the 
next few hours. also saidB^|had not slept much prior to the incident. 

On 11/29/2018 at 0849 hours I calledwho was at home with her baby.^^^H sa 'd she 
could not meet to have pictures taken of her injuries. provided an audio recorded 
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statement ana saia me
